| eo Brown also nikee Suggestions as to an American 
Court here and declares that the Chinese have no confidence 
in this Consular Court. The latter statement is utterly 


false. Brown, I grant you, has little confidence in any 


of the courts here. "No thief ever felt the halter draw 
with good opinion of the law”. Mr. Brown's knowledge of 


the Courts in Shanghai is confined to his having been 
accused in the American Court by the Police (International) 
with keeping a gambling and disorderly house. He escaped | 
by denying American nationality. Later he was heavily 
fined in the German Court oA the same charge. When 
summorfed in the latter court Brown left Shanghai under an 


assumed name. All this was fully reported by Consul Davisdon 


to the State Department under date of Feb. 3, 1905.

The people use foreign cloth, they burn foreign oil,

that there is « market for a foreign shoe, for an 


agricultural implement; for machinery of verious kinds 
end for the infinite variety of manufactured articles 
which distinguish the industry of the United States, 


Great Britain end Germany. Ags an instance, Some one 
has written home or said et home that there is a great 
market in Chine for windmills, this opinign being based 
probably upon the observation that most of the paddy 
fielde are irrigated by means of the Chinese pumps 

end water wheels along the cenals, and that for such 

a purpose an Americen windmill would be of infinitely 
more value and would do the work without labor on the 
part of man or beast. But whoever gave currency to 
the ides forgot that this system of reising water was 


used long before the Chritian era began, that the 


people using it were Chinese who change but little, 
and, more important, then all that the institution of 


@ windmill would cost many rice crops, or perhaps the 
savings of a life time, and would therefore be beyond 
the reach of eny but «& rich Chinese who does not 
practise agriculture to eny extent.

One result of this phase of the system ie that Germany 
has secured and is maintaining a trained corps of keen 
and accurate observers in Chins, and ancther ie thet 
the nation is beginning to profit by it in every way 
that is related to Chins.

I have the honor to state that information 
as to the use of the word "chopped" in the quarterly 
telegram fixing the rate of the Mexican dollar would 
be greatly appreciated by the American consular re- 
presentatives in China. In nearly all places other 
than Canton we do not know the “chopped” dollar; here 
and in the north we have the “olean" Mexican and the 
foreign and native banks take no account of the 
"ehoppeéd". Each quarter after transmitting the rate 
wired to me I receive requests for explanation and 
usually it is stated that all “chopped” dollars are 
at a discount. Such is the condition here where the 
Canton and Hong Kong "chopped" dollar is always subject 
to a discount ranging from 3 to 4 cents each.

The true test as to the latent strength of 
the boycott movement will certainly come immediately ~ 
after the Chinese Newyear holidays which end about 
Pebruary Ist. If there is a strong and sincere revival 
of it then there will be cause for grave anxiety for 
iibny reasons becouse with the present bitter feeling 
on account of the Shanghai troubles added to the boycott 
cause thére is absolutely no telling what may happen.

it is plain that these elements are Keeping close watch 
upon the session of Congrése and that full informetion 
ee to the probabslities 18 being supplied from ebroad.

If 
the officials so desire they can squelch the recrudes-> | 
cence of the movement in this section and by doing so 
will gein the support of the merchants. But again 
there ia the now powerful student class, which under 

_ the teachings of foreign educated Chinese, and perhaps 
others not friendly to American interests where they 
-‘gonflict with their own, has developed an influence 
recognized by officials, guilds, merchante and leborers, 
. Under 
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Under the present conditions it would be easy to incite 
the coolies, and thet once done no one could say what 
would be the result in districte where foreign influence 
is not strong: It is probable however that all control 
would be swept abide and with the boycott issue lost 
sight of general reprisale or so called "retaliation" 
against foreigners would eneue. 

‘Apa thie brings one to the consideration of 
the enti-foreign feeling now ourrently reported. What- 
ever may have the true condition one month ago there is 
now no denying that thie anti-foreigniem existe to « 
dangerous degree, It is reported from all cities and 
by e11 elasses of foréigners, and each observer states 
that the Shanghei riot hes done more to bring it about 
than a1] other causes not even excepting the boycott 
movement. The agitators have used thet incident as their 
text and have given it as an illustration of what may 
be expected if Chinese rights are not esserted. Mission- 
ériee at nearly eal] stations near Shanghai now give 
practically the same reporte and many do not hesitste 
to sey that they can accomplieh nothing under the present 
conditions. It may all be a felee alarm but there are 
many evyidepops to the contrary, Chine is more then 
ever a lend of mystery now and the next few months may 
be productive of great surprises or confirmations of 
fears, 


| Personally I believe that there will be a 
generel revival of the boycott agitation in this whole 
seotion in Februery and that for e short time at least 
4 will present more dengeroue conditions then before. 
But it is my opinion that there will be prompt recogni- 
‘tion of the genere] denger and s united stand ageinst 
the movement from all foreigners. If there is such 


suppression 
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suppression there will probably be few outbreaks in the 
interior, but if it is allowed to continue for any length 

‘ of time there will be the greatest cause for apprehension, 
because the people, unable to distinguish between issues, 
will seize upon the opportunity to retaliate end thue 
follow the advice of those who are now proclaiming princi- 
pally thet Chine is for the Chinese. 

There if @ fervoues tension in Shanghai caused 
by the recent outbreak, by ite practically unsettled 
questions, and by Speculation as to whether there will 
be trouble after China New Years. Thie state of miné, 
which ig shared by mefy of the most conservative, is 
not relieved by the informetion, Seemingly well authen- 
ticated, that the rough element of several cities and 
districts, is quietly slipping into Shenghei in expect- 
ation of proceedings which may give the prospect of 
loot.

Stephen ©. Berchet, Interpreter from December 
2nd 1898. Is a naturelised citizen, resident of Maryland. 
Hed resided in Chine for nearly forty years, but returned 
to Americe on leave in June 1905, and, as I am advised, 
expects to return to Shanghai in the early spring of this 
year. Dr. Barchet, who has a most excellent reputetion 
among the Chinese and foreigners, is perhaps 70 years 
of age. With all due respect to him it can be said that 
he is only efficient as an Interpreter, never having had 
training in any other brench of ¢onsuler work in Chine. 
Under the increase in the work of this Consulate General 
brought about by changing conditions in Chinese and 
foreign affairs it is hard to see how the services of 
Dr. Barchet can be employed in any but an interpreting 
capacity. Under the incumbency of my predecessor he 
was Vice Consul General, but the duties of that place 
should he be called upon to take charge of the office 
would certainly be beyond his strength, his health being 
precarious, —

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to the Legation by request, but I can repeat here that 

he has been efficient in his work, and through his know-_ 
ledge of Consular work as well as the Chinese language 

he is fully competent to take charge of one of the in- 
terior Consulates. Mr. Arnold deserves promotion from 
the grade of student interpreter and wishes to be sent 

to the interior. Hie salary of $1000.00 per annum is 
entirely inedequatefor his Shanghai expense. 

Charlies L. L. Williams, Student Interpreter, 
native of Ohio, and aged 20. Mr. Williams speaks the 
Chinese languege (Menderin) fluently and since his assign- 
ment to Shanghai has been an assistant in the Chinese 
office. He has little xnowledge of Consuler work but is 
very efficient as a translator and interpreter. His 
habits are good. 

Clerks, Messengers etc. All other assistants 
in the Shanghai Consulate General are of Chinese nativity, 
but of them generally it may be said that they are ef- 
ficient, reputable and loyal to their duty. ‘The Compradore, 
Wong Soong Dong, has acted in such e capacity for nearly 
forty years; two of his sons have also been employed for 
‘several years and have rendered good service. 

I am uncertain whether the Department's cir- 
cular calls for a report similar to this upon the Consuls 
at Nenking, and Fucheu, end the Vice Consul in Charge at 
Hengehow. I heve visited both Nanking and Hangchow and ~~ 
oan state that the offices there seem to be well conducted. 


I have not been to Fuchau end so cen only say that con- 
mon report gives the incumbent Dr- Semel 1. Gracey a 
most excellent reputation es to character and efficiency. 
As I have stated before the maintenance of a Consulate 
et Hengohow and the retention there of Mr. F. D. Cloud, 
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Student Interpreter, as Vice Consul is, in my opinion, a 
misapplication of funds a waste of good material.

I have the honor to o#11 the attention of 
the Department to an illustration of the incorrect 
information concerning the Chinese boycott on American 
goois being given te the press of the United Stetes. 
The Associated Press apparently hes carried 
the following item: : 
"Sen Franciseo, Dec. 28. According to 
latest reports received here from the Orient, the boycott 
in Chine hes become so serious thet a number of American 
houses have olosed their doors until the conditions 
change. There arrived here yesterday from the Orient 
on the steamer Coptic, R. Van Sent, who represented a 
local firm at Shanghai. 
“Mr. Van Sent, in speaking of the boycott seid: 
"The situstion in China is very serious, and there is 
absolutely nothing in the stories thet the feeling 
against American goods has lessened. It has now extended 
| to Seventeen provinces, and in Centon and Hankow the 
situation is juet as bed as in Shanghai. 
"'The Americans are not doing 20 per cent of 
the business they formerly did, and at Hong Fong, the 
0) | nese were purchasing 4ustralian flour at a much 
hi gher price then thet quoted by the Americans.

"'The Chinese state they will not trade with 
the Americans until there is a modification of the ex- 
clusion laws, but this, told them, was hardly probable. 
In the event of the United States failing to pass a law 
less stringent than the present one, the Chinese will 

adopt more drastic measures. The boycott has developed 
into en enti-foreign feeling and the British and German 
business concerns in the Orient are suffering the loss of 
considerable trede,’" 

Mr. Van Sant, who is quoted, representéd 
the firm of Gets Bros. & Co., of Sen Francisco, in Shanghai, 
the business being akin to that of a wholesale grocery 
in America. The firm, in anticipation of being able to 


get provisions into places within the Menchurian war zone, 
imported here abnormel emounts of cargo, end then dis- 
covered that blockade running wae so difficult and in- 


surence rates so high that there was no market for their 
goods. Their English, German, Dutch, French and Austrian 
competitors also had large quantities of goods on hand 
Which were similarly unmarketable and es a consequence 
the Shemghai market was overstocked as it had never been 
before. The weaker firms, and those who went into such 
ventures on speculation, begen in the epring to sell 
their goods et any prices aveilable, and the Chinese 
promptly took advantage of this condition to stock not 
only the reteil trade of Shanghai and the outports, but 
also, to a great extent, the Yangtse valley. 

The inauguration of the boycott could not 
have been at a more opportune time for the Chinese cause. 
The import duty paid on general foreign cargo at Shanghai 
during the first nine months of 1905 amounted to 5,347, 
956 Haikwean taels. During the corresponding period of 
the previous year the import duty paid wae 3,604,970 
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Haikwan teels. Thie abnormal increase in 1905 was 
primarily the result of the war, and was in recognition 
of the Manchurian market largely. But the report of 

the Shenghai bonded warehouse throws light upon the 
business situation that existed. ‘The following table 
epplies only to the peckages of sundries remaining in 
pond, these sundries including nearly all the articles 
which would be handled in the provision line.

Almost a similar result could be shown for 
all staple articles of import. In nearly a11 lines an 

unnatural demand was expected and everyone made an effort 
to meet it with the result es before stated. In the case 
of Gets Bros. & Co. they found Shanghai and outports 
stocked, the Yangtse valley also, and et Viedivostock 


their business in the early autumn met the keenest con- 
petition. 

| As a matter of fact the boycott in Shanghai 
hes Griven no American firm out of business, nor except 
in piece goods and a few other things has it created 
very materiel injury up to the present time. The speculat- 
ive, blockade running business incident to the war was 
the osuse for the destruction of the neturel market, and 
conditions similar would have had the seme effect in any 
part of the world. 

When therefore the Chinese turned their backs 
upon American cargo in the period of the active boycott 
in July ond August they dia not ennounce nor aid the

who had supplies or contracts for steples, and it was 
their ailemma which brought about the money scare of 
| Augnst end caused the sudden stoppege of e movement which 
wes proving too popular in thet it not only geve a chance 
for patriotiem but also furnished an exouse by which to 
evade the trouble caused by surplus goods and a blockaded 
market. The loss reverting as it did to the large mer- 
chents soon brought about an underetanding between them- 
selves and the officiels who had the power to stop the 
boycott which was then regarded as an added misfortune. 
All these ere fects easily proven end in their face it is 
absurd to state that American business houses in Shanghai 
are closed and that e condition even approximating that 
described in the interview quoted existe. 
The simple truths relating to the whole 

Subject are these: That all business is dull es a natural 
outcome of the high pressure which was put on in the early 
part of 1905; The boycott agitetion it is now known has 
affected American business in Central China somewhat but 
not to any appreciable extent in the North; Thet if the 
boycott can only do as little demage to American intereste 
in the future there will be every cause for congretuletion 

@ very little for compleiit, and finally thet there is 
& lack of sympathy for those who boomed the market on the 
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This is the hideaauh of conservative ex- 
onetime men in Shenghei but it must be understood that 
their opinion does not relate to the conditions at Canton 
end Hong Kong where the boycott feeling is apparently 
infinitely more bitter than at Shanghai or in the Yen gtee 
valley. 

The reassuring factors in the present con- 
dition as to the boyoo tt in this part of China are that 
the settlement made at Chine New Years was remarkably 
good in view of everything, that there has been of late 
but little evidence of anti-foreignism except in the 
menifest intention of keeping things of value for the 
Chinese and that the official and the merchant class are 
violently opposed to any boycott procedure which will 
affect trade. As to the last proposition it should be 
said that the merchants of Shanghai enjoy accumulating 
riches and as the officials derive their proportionete 
benefit from their prosperity it is eesy to account for 
their real attitude. If the fear of the student and 
reforming classes can be gotten out of their minds they 
will care very little what the Cantonese think ebout the 
matter- it cannot be said however that there is such 
emancipation as yet, but it is known that some effort to 

reach that state, according to Chinese processes, is being 
made. 

As a general rule I think it entirely proper 
to Say that the business men of Shanghai will agree with 
these statements as to past and present conditions, and 
therefore I submit it is unfortunate, to express it in the 
‘mildest way, thet the American publie by reason of elleged 
news such es that quoted in the beginning of this despatch 
should get false impressions, As. e matter of fact the 
instance waped calls out this explanation end protest is 


but 
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but one of many showing thet inaccurate information as 


to the boycott is constantly being given by those who 
have personal reasons for their version or who have only 
a superficial knowledge of the facts. It is just such 
publications as are giving the additional impetus to the 
movement among the Chinese in America and are causing the 
steady flow of Chinese American money toward Canton, all 
of this naturally inepiring not only the Chinese but also 
our trade competitors in the South who ere taking advantage 
of the situation to our almost irreparable injury.

I have the honor to report that all further 
investigation as to the whereabouts or the fate of Reuben 
Hitcheook Morley, who was referred to in the Department's 
despatch of December 16, 1905, and about whom I have 
previously written, hes resulted in almost utter failure. 
As supplementel, however, to my previous despatch upon 
the subject, I beg to state that it is now comparatively 
well esteblished that the man who cashed a dreft in 
Shanghai on October 2, 1905, was not Mr. Morley, but 
presumably the Frenchman Le Verger, with whom he left 
Peking during the summer for Manchuria. The police have 
been unable to trace Le Verger beyond Tientsin, from 
which place he sailed on the 28th of September on the 
steamer Hsin Fung. This almost completely establishes 
Le Verger’s identity with the man who signed himself 
"Mr, Mory" on the ship's book and who afterwards regis- 
tered at the Astor House, Shanghai, on October 2nd. 

The description furnished me of Le Verger is 
that he is of French nativity, has light heir, blue eyes, 
thin face, small and feirly prominent chin, small musteche, 
height about 5 feet 10, age about 35, speaks English 
fluently but with e slight eccent,is of quiet and gentle- 


manly memners, and is said to have been a French officer. 


This 
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This men has absolutely disappeared from Shang- 
hei and no trace of him can be found. He probably left 
under another name for Europe, but as he had ample time 
to reach Europe before any inguiry wes instituted con- 
cerning him, there is very little hope of finding him by 
-gorrespondence or telegraph from this city. 

ft will promptly communicate to the Department 
any further information that may be obtained. The matter

I have the honor to submit herewith the most 
recent boycott ciroular issued in this portion of the 
Bupire. This is almost the first evidence for several 
months of the tadeatios of the student class to revive 
the movement. A descriptive translation accompanies. 

As to the boycott movement it can be seid 
that its revivel hes been delayed longer then was anti- 
apes. The settlement effected at Chine New Yeare 
was much better then wes thought could be possible and 
the effect of that probably caused a postponement of 
ection inasmuch as the merchants are known to be 
vigorously resisting any violent outbreak of boycott 
sentiment. The student masses, however, are exeeedingly 

Bard to handle and no one hes expected thet an entire 
suppression of their eause could be enforced. Those best 


as to the feeling of the people of this region 
upon the subjeot have intimated a11 along thet there 


, be 60 thing of a hue end ery on the boycott as 
neon as the minds of the people got off the ennuel 
ati period and ite various ceremonies. 

| 4g yet there has bee no apprecisble effect 
from thie boyeott circular or from the expreesiom which 
are now beginning to appear in the native press. As 


and the merchants are keeping thé agitation under control, 
put it may be considered certain that before long the con- 
dition will develop into @ more or less scute stege. To 
thwart the effect of this trouble upon their business the 
merchants have, to a very Jerge extent, protected then- 
selves by contracts or have arranged their business affairs 
in ways peouliar to the Chinese meveenti le Classes. This 
latter has been dome by creating go-betweens and so in- 
volving the commerciel intercourse between the American 
hongs and themselves thet it-ie herd to trace the origin 
of the goode. A few of the merchants, however, are so 
determined that the boycott shell not come again that they 
are boldly asserting their opinions in defiance of even 
the guilds and the students. 

An investigation, which I have made recently 


among those who are supposed to represent the thought 
and sentiment of the Chinese official and merchant class, 
shows their entire opposition to any future boyeott talk, 
but at the same time demonstrates thet al11 of the matter 
is somewhat contingent upon how vigorous & campaign may 
be made by the elements which sre now advocating and 
fostering the unrest among the Chinese. It is asserted 
with the utmost positiveness thet the stufient classes 
in apd around Shengbei, Nanking end Soochow, which are 
the centres of the so-called intellectual movement, have 
lost a great deel of their antipathy toward America and 
now prefer to base thelr general action upon questions of 
rete in Chine itself. In other words, the boycott 

wing served ite purpose, thet of teaching the Chinese 
Lily that there on be some ubity emong the people, 
sider 4% entirely proper to leave to the Cente 
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the Aiierican exclusion laWe the burden of the boycott 
while they will attend to such thinge ap the anti-dynastio 
pentitient, the reform cause generally, and the agitation 
of the anti-foreignism, which through the Mixed Court 
trouble in Shanghai has taught the supposed necessity 

for entire independence. Some even go so far es to 

assert that the student clesses of Shanghai, under the 
leadership of Tseng Shao Ching, heve had from the begin- 
ning but little respect for the boycott, having recognized 
it as av effort principally in behelf of coolie labor, 
but Seeing that ite advocacy and support would be @ step 
in advance in the general cause, which is the end of 
reforming Chine, they engaged in it, This view of the 
situation closely tallies with the information and ex- 
plenation of the boycott movement which I obtained in 
Auguet of 1905 and transmitted to the Department. 

It can be seid eas & general statement that 
the boyoott agitation, as it ie now understood, is ep- 
perently upon lines different from those of lest summer. 
The character of the circular enclosed, the expressions 
given in public, and the private opinion of even the 
student class, show this unmistakably. There is a lack 
of bitterness which was so prevalent at first, andi the 
discussion seems to be more upon academic lines then 
heretofore. Whether this is simply the mildness of the 
beginning or whether it indicates a change of policy 
in respect to the ordére of the officials and the wishes 
of the merchant class remains to be seen. 

Some light upoti the damage done by the boyeott 
during the lest six months of 1906 is being given every 
dey. It is now known that the importers of American 
pieoe goods, whether American or foreign, have suffered 


$ little. In fact, it may be broadly stated thet no 
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injury of any consequence has been given- The same is 
prectically true with all classes of American products 
save those luxuries and provisions which were imported 

in anticipation of the demand following the restoration 
of peace in the North. Contrects generally have been 
respected and the balance sheets of the firms do not 
exhibit the devastating effect which was predicted by the 
merchants in the summer. As has been recently explained, 
the conditions of en over-stocked market made the boycott 
effect seem infinitely more drastic than it would have 
possibly appeared during a time of normal business con- 
ditions. 

It may be expected that the student classes 
of Nanking and Soochow will be the active promoters of any 
boycott agitation which mey exist from now on.

"Now for upwards up 20 years America has treated Chinese la-~ 
borers very severely. The Chinese people are at the mercy 

of American harsh treatment and many have died on this account. 
At present the time for changing the treaty has arrived. The 
Chinese Government has sent a special telegram to the Ameri- 
can Department of State begging them to change the treaty. 

The American Government has not listened to these entreaties, 
therefore the students and eommon pedpie are much agitated. 

At that time Tseng Shao Ching, Taot'ai and committee of various 
guilds had a meeting at the Chinese Chamber of Commerce, at 
which it was decided that after the 18th day of the 6th moon 
all purchases no matter how small of American goods shall be 
prohibited and if the American treaty is not changed forever 

to boycott the huevilen goods. Tseng Shao Ching also made «6 
statement of the cruel treatment of Chinese by America and 
prepared for the future a method of boycott. His words were 
full of strength and patriotism. All committees, the norcheate, 
large and small, applauded this method. We have therefore 
drawn up this picture to show men that the Chinese are the men 


of determination and patriotism." 


Note: The placard represents Tseng Shao Ching addressing the 
merchants and students. The figure in the fore ground is 
represented with a placard in his hand stating that Su Peo Sun 
a piece goods merchant, is one who specially handles American 
goods. It will be noticed that the subject matter of this 
placard is confusing in that it mixes the past with the present. 
It is generally regarded as a specimen of the variety of 
Tseng Shao Ching and as a reminder that he is still supporting 
the boycott.

I have the honor to advise the Department 
that Mr. John Goodnow, ex-American Consul General, 
Shenghei, has apparently retired from the office of 
foreign advisor to the Whangpoo Conservanoy Improvement, 
and by invitation of H. BE. Chou Fu, Viceroy of the 
LiangKieng provinces, has become foreign advisor at 
Nanking, at which place he will reside at least for the 
present. The scope of Mr. Goodnow'’s work and the autho- 
rity with which he may be invested is not known, but it 
is generelly understood that he will be expected to 
act exactly in the capacity indicated by his official 
title. | 

The deSignetion of Mr. Goodnow for this 
office is unquestionably due to the recent troubles in 
Shanghai over the matter of the Mixed Court. The 
Municipal Council of the International Settlement of 
Shanghai has long been antagnistic to anyone who opposed 
or tried to oppose the intention of minimizing Chinese 
euthority in the Mixed Court, and as Mr. Goodnow had a 
long and varied experience in the cause of thwarting 
the desires of the Municipal Council in thet respect, 
the Chinese naturelly sought his advice when the state 
ot afta became acute in December. rom the Chinese 


standpoint 


standpoint Mr. Goodnow can be of great assistance to the 
government and it follows thet he cen also aid foreigners. 
However his eppointment is regarded with great disfevor 
py the English residents of Shanghai, as they profess 

to see in it a strong opposition to any foreign develop- 
ment. This view it is easy to understand is thet of 

the Municipel Council, who recognize that by this move 
the Chinese are endesvoring to do ell possible to main- 
tain their treaty rights as to the Mixed Court. The 
conditions as to the Mixed Court, it may be stated here, 
ere practically the same as before the suspension of 
ite work in middle December. The 'unicipal Council and 
the Chinese each heve grievances, the Consuler Body is 
trying to keep the peace and the Diplomatic Body and 

the Yai-wu-pu at Peking are trying to agree upon the 
new rules which will suprlant those of 1869 as amended.

I have the honor to report thet careful 

inguiry end observation as to the question of anti- 

foreigniem in this section of China fail to reveal 
now eny subetential evidence of sentiment which ordin-- 


arilly could be considered as in eny wey dangerous 


ox elerming. 
Immediately after the riots in Shanghei, 


énd a8 a consequence thereof, I communicated with all 
the missionaries ani merchants of the outports, esking 
them to keep me advised as to any symptoms of anti- 
foreignism among the Chinese of their city or district. 
Since that time - now nearly eight weeks ago - I heve 
received but very few letters which communicate any 
reports of ill feeling on the part of the natives. 

‘The effect of the Shanghai riot and of the mch exaggerated 

 feperts as ‘to the Mixed Court trouble seems to have 
passed without creating much unfavorable comment, and in 
thet respeet the result is probably to be aceepted as 
nother indication of the peculiar indifference which 
the Chinese display at times toward matters which in 
other countries would create great disturbance. Even in 

onghei there hes been since the riot but very little 

outward expression of antegoni om towerd foreigners, and 


although 
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eithough many of the foreign populetion have been ren- 

sereé unéesy on that eccount, there does not seem to be 
good reason for thinking that any secret plen is underway. 

Today I was informed by a gentleman who has 
juet returned from an extensive trip through the Yangtse 
delta country that he had never met with e more friendly 
reception and had never seen a greater absence of anti- 
foreignism- His journey took him from Shanghai to the 
Catholic Missions at the Hills, from there to Sungkiang, 
which is the prefecture] headquarters of this district; 
to Tsepu, e@ walled city which contains no foreigners; 
to Zongzoh, another walled city; thence to Wusih, the 
silk headquartere of the Soochow district, and then to 
Soochow itself. In all of these places, Mr. Lewis, 
who is connected with the Young Men's Christian Asso- 
ciation work in Chine, visited the schools, talked with 
the officials, merochante, students, and coolies and yet 
found no great resentment on account of the Shanghai 
veledte. 

Bishop J. %. Bashford, of the Methodist 
Church, has made ean almost similer report to me, his 
information being gained from the missionaries of his 
church through this section. In addition to these re- 
ports there have been statements from all the large 
cities of this district and all are to the seme effect. 
Temporerily or permanently, no one can say which, the 
Sudden wave of enti-foreignism among the Chinese appears 
to have subsided, and with it apparently has gone a 
great desl of the antipathy towerd Americens on account 


of the boyoott egitetion. From the Yengtse porte, with 
the exeeption of Nanking where the student element is 


ving trouble not only to foreigners but also to their 
own officials, there seems to bé quietude upon this 


question 
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question, although every foreigner who sveaks about it 
insists thet dealing with the Chinese in a business wey 
46 much more difficult than in the pest, this being due 
to the reported intention to assert independence of 
foreigners in all ways possible. 

Although thie mey well be considered as oan 
optimistic presentation of Chinese sentiment, it must be 
steted that there are those emong the foreigners who re- 
gard the situation with all the more suspicion. Several 
merchants have reported thet the Chinese are now talking 
about contracts for supplies in abnormal quantities, and 
this they say is never done unless there is a national 
movement of some kind in preparation. It is not in the 
leest hard to find pessimistic opinions of various kinds 
and qualities but it is difficult to obtain specific 
information which would give moch value to these theories. 
Howe ver it ell may be, it is certain that there is maen 
less anti-foreign talk, not only in Shanghai and in the 
region directly tributary to it, but also in interior 
gities and sections which were said to be greatly effected 
in that respect. 

In anticipation, however, of any sudden out- 
break or danger I om having prepsred & list of all mission- 
eries end Americans in the various outports, smell cities, 
and the missionery stations, with a map showing the locel- 
ity end the eesiest means of communication therewith, the 
telegraph connection, the navigability of the rivers 
and cangl accessible, and such other information as 
might be of value in a critical time. I em elso informed 
that the American naval representation upon the Yaengtse 
River is prepering to get accurete maps of 411 Chinese 
cities sdjacent to the river. 


The condition of Shanghai iteelf is apparently 


entirely 
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entirely normal, the Chinese having accepted the result 

of the Viceroy’s inquiry and his orders in good part. 
Under en abserice of friction on secount of the Mixed Court 
end the related questions between that institution and 

the Municipel Council of the International Settlement of 
Shenghet, it does not seem probable that there could be 
any repetition of the troubles of December. The student 
body of the city epperently is devoting itself at the 
present time to the discussion of generel reform questions 
and althoaghhs, es has been stated in. another despatch, 

some attempted revival of the bennett agitation, it has 

as yet attracted but little attention and is generally 
regarded as an effort on the part of Tseng Shao Ching to 
announce the continuance of his existence. Altogether the 
condition seems to be infinitely better than could have 
been expected in view of all the circumstances.

In explanation of which I beg to state that 
on the 16th inst. a large number of telegrams were 
received from Amerios by firms and individuals in Shangs 
hai, all these messages advising extreme prudence on 
eccount of impending troubles, and some indicating the 
wiedom of lesying Chine at once. The general neture 
of the telegrams was such as to mystify and to alarm 
the recipients, and many of them immediately applied 
to me fox explanation. Jot having heard anything sbdout 

the cause for Such uneasiness and anxiety, I could do’ 
ig more than to say that I would telegraph to the 
ment stating the conditions here. 
The facts, as closely as they can be as- 
ained end judged, not only by myself but by people 
of 2 much greater experience in Chine, are es stated in 
The wave of anti-foreign feeling 
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which became apparent in December and which was accentuated 
somewhet by the Shanghai riot of December 18th appears to 
heve subsided, and in that respect there is nothing to 
aid to the despatch Co. 112 which was forwarded to the 
Department recently. The conditions of Shanghai are 
practically normal, the boycott is so little in evidence 
at present that it is hard to discover it, and business 
conditions are better than they have been at any time 

for months. Reports from outlying cities and districts 
are to the same effect and there continues to be an 
absolute silence on the part of the missionaries es to 
any evidence of anti-foreignisn. 

The only disturbing features of the condi- 
tion, as far as they can be estimated now, appear to be 
the discussion of anti-dynastic ideas and the absolute 
silence on the part of the student class. This latter 
is interpreted by many to mean that some movement or 
plan is on foot and thet it is regulated and controlled 
by some powerful agency. The followers of Kang Yu “ei 
in and around Shanghai are numerous and it is known that 
the officiel Gless is more or less disturbed by their 
attitude. However, it can not be escerteined that either 
the anti-dynastic sentiment or the reform ideas of the 
students are regerded by the Chinese officiels aS es- 
pectelly significant and dangerous. 

in relation to the boycott, I can state that 
Su Pao San, the leading otees goods merchant of Shanghai, 
is reported to have cleared the sum of two hundred thov- 
sand teele upon his 1905 importations of American piece 
goods, and that other leading merchants in the line made 
profits proportionately as large. It is further known 
that these seme piece goods merchants have entered into 


ontrects, some of which call for ehipment as late es 
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Jenuery 1907 and thet on Seturdey February 17, contracts 


for over @ half a million dollars worth of piece goods 


were made. In the meanwhile, the market for general 
Amerioan cargo is but very little, if eny, restricted, 
and with the surplue of 1905 elmost gone, there is 
the promise of large orders from the Chinese. All of this 
ig simply confirmatory of the stetements I have made 
recently in my despatches concerning the boycott. 

i will, 68 ao matter of course, watch the 
situation and the conditions as closely as possible and 
will employ every egency at my command to ascertain the 
truth and to anticipate any demonstration against Americans 
or foreigners.

Stabbed agsin by some person unknown, the instrument

to the first version assert that the Jesuite locked them- 
selves in their mission aweiting results, and that when 
the mob, which begen its work on Sunday shortly before 
noon, reached the stetion which is within the city walls, 
they (the Jesuits) set fire to their own property. From

In- 
formation has now reached here that all of the foreigners, 
to the number of about forty, have reached Kiukiang in 
safety. ‘4t is stated aleo that the gates of Nenchang were 
Closed on Nonday and that no one was ellowed to enter or 
to leave, it being asserted, however, that ebsolute quiet 
reigned within the city. 
It must be stated that the general opinion 
among the foreignere here is that the story of Father 


Lecruche having stabbed the magistrate is not to be believed, 


and this view is further strengthened by the fact that the 
magistrate, who still lives, is reported to have made some 


kind of « stetement which indicates thet he himself in- 
flicted his wounds.

The Chinese 
officiels here assert most vigorously that the Janchang 
incident wae entirely local and that it has no generel 
significance. Foreigners, however, do not quite take this 
view, seying that the matter only illustrates the extreme 
irritability of the Chinese upon all matters concerning 
foreigners and that it shows what may happen at eny time. 
Meny of the missionaries say that this Nanchang episode 
is to be likened to thet at Lienchow, which they assert 
was largely due to indiscretion on the part of the for- 
eigners. 
In explanetion of my reporting thie incident 
Tenchang being nearer Hankow than Shanghai, I beg to 
state that, eoting upon the telegram mentioneé from Fev. 
Mx. Lewis, I attempted to get into commnication with the 
Consulate at Fankow but was notified that the telegraph 
lines were not working and that nothing was coming out of 
Henkow. Furthermore I was efraid the information would 
not be given at Nanking. Accordingly it seemed proper to 
ye to advise the Department direct, thinking that Mr. 
Martin at Henkow might not have been able to do so on 
account of the suspension of the telegraphic service. I 
will explain the matter to Mr. “artin by letter and I am 
sure he will understand the necessity as it appeared to me. 
As soon as en official version of the matter

I am 
inclined to believe that he is a more trectable man 
than his predecessor but I doubt whether he will make 

| as great a success of his office from a Chinese point 
of view. 

The retiring Taot"ai Yuan, who has been dis- 
tinguished chiefly for his stubbornness and obstructive- 
ness to foreign affairs but who nevertheless hee alweys 
been very kind ané conaidereate to me seveveai ta. and 
perhaps officially, after having announced that he hed 
been anpointed Acting Governor of Peking now states thet 

he will take the post of Acting Governor of this province 

_ with headquarters at Soochow. It is believed that he

I respectfully suggest that the Consul-General at Shanghai 

phould be instructed that this Department regards with great re-

$1 March. The Consul-General should insist with discretion but 
as strongly as he can on the full recognition by the Chinese 
authorities of all valid foreign rights and should discountenance 


as far as it may be in his power to do so any attempt to change 


_ the status of the Mixed Court or other established Foreign- 
| Chinese institutions. The present disposition on the part of 
the Chinese to restrict foreigners in their legitimate partici-

notably of silk, tea and cotton, whereby the absorptive power 
of the people, especially in the central provinces, fell 
below the demand which had been confidently expected. The 
- field of warlike operations receded to the north during the 4 
spring, thereby depriving one of the two belligerents of his 
power of drawing supplies from neutral territory, while the 
other drew mainly from his own nearer base; and the hopes | 


of a revival of open trade on the establishment of peace were 
frustrated by the continued demands for transport by the 
military forces occupying the southern, the more fertile ané

Dy the people has been much, if any, above the normal, and 


the excess of import over the average of the last few years 
is probably, mueh of it, etill in the hands of indenters and 
wholesale dealers. This is borne out by the known facts at 
Shanghai. The average net import of foreign goods (the 
amount by which the gross import exceeded the "take off" . 
within the year for distribution through other ports) for the 
‘five years 1900-04 was H.K. Tls. 43,656,252, while the net

Into the causes which led to the boycott against 


American goods it is not my province to inquire. The movement 


instituted by the Bureaus of Commerce at the several ports, 
was supported but lukewarmly by the merchants guilds, but, 
being supported, produced the immediate effect which might 
have been anticipated when Chinese enter into combination, 
whether voluntarily or under pressure. The boycott however, 
overran itself, and was converted into a national movement 
through the agitation of hot-heads who have acquired a smat- 
tering of modern learning, uncorrected by the sobriety which 
comes from further study, and the flame fanned by harangues, 
editorials, placards, cartoons and all the machinery of an 
appeal to the passions, spread to the lowest stratum of 
society. The result was not what was expected. While the 
importing merchants at Shanghai and other large centres might 
be able to distinguish American from other products, the same 
discrimination could not be expected from the retail dealer 
and the consumer, and the restrictive effect on purchases 

was felt generally wherever the boycott was effective. This 
extension of the movement reached on the importing merchants, 
who had contracted for future deliveries es far shead as the 
summer of 1906, and who, as their commercial credit was of 
more value to them than any altruistic movement for the

national benefit, had taken due delivery of stocks which, if 
the boycott were to be effective, would be left on their hanis 
and not on the hands of the American firms with whom they had 
contracted. There was a considerable disclocation of trade, 
which appears, from reports received, to have heen more marked 
in the minor distributing centres; and from time to time there 
is still a recrudescence of the agitation in one place or 
another. Much suspicion has been created and much hostility 
engendered, but the general verdict is that not much injury 
has yet been caused to the American manufacturer and the 
American merchant, and another proof has been given of the 
solidarity of international trade, and that) injury to the 
trade of one nation or of one commercial body is certain to 
react on others in relations with them. The final effect of 
the boycott, however, cannot yet be seen, and the verdict 
mat await the close of another year, or even later; the only 
immediate visible consequence of the climatic, was and boycott 
conditions of the year all combined, is that a larger pro- 
portion of imports than usual is left in first hands. 
Fluctuation in exchange continued their erratic 


course, more confusing even than 1904. Every calculation of 


the merchant has been upset. The importer who between February 
and July settled his exchange for supplies , es to 
hold, found himself competing with holders of supplies with 
exchange settles at much more favorable rates in the latter 
part of the year; while exporters who had held off early in 
the year, found exchange becoming more and more adverse as 

the months went by. No prescience could have enabled the mer- 
chantbto insure against these flustuations, accustomed as they 
are, and as Western merchants are not, to make them their 
study second only to the other conditions affecting their trade. 
Every one confidently expected that the conolusion of peace

No interest appear to be taken, however, 
in the stabilisation of exchange, and the trade of China will 
be left to bear the burden of these fluctuations. 


Cigars andi cigarettes continue to increase, the 
value rising from H.K. Tls. 3,279,713 in 1904 to H.K. Tis. 
4,734,579 in 1905. Household stores also increased from H.fF. 


Tis. 1,491,817 to H.K. Tls. 2,384,534 and wines, Beer ané 
Spirits from H.K. Tls. 2,077,509 to H.K. Tls. 3,028,417. These 


figures are net, the value which remained in China of the year’s 


importation; in addition there were Household stores of a value 


of H.K. Tls.

Including re-export (55,000piculs) to foreign 
countries from Shanghai in the direction of the seat of war, 
the import of flour was 939,447 piculs in 1904 and 988,422 
piculs in 1905. While the northern and central provinces of 
China take close on 3/4 of foreign imports in sencral. of 
flour they take normally but 1/3 of the year's importation, 
the tendency being more and more to have recourse to the pro- 
ducts of flouring mille newly established on Chinese soil an?

Memorandum for the Secretary: 

Two despatches, No. 135 and 136 of March 3lst, from the 
Consul-General at Shanghai would give further faith to the 
widespread opinion in America that the boycott of American goods 
in China had been largely ineffective. This error is in a meas- 
ure to be corrected by attentive consideration of the general 

| conclusion of Mr. Morse, Statistical Secretary of the Customs, 
(cited at page 1 of Mr. Rodgers' No. 135,) "that the true effect 
of the boycott will not be seen until the year 1906 is past." 

This conclusion is supported by facts within the knowledge 
of the undersigned. The Consul-General states that the increased 

sale of oil is a very satisfactory indication of the lack of 
boycott effect (p. 2, No. 136.) The exporters of oil from this 
country state, however, that their unsold and apparently un- 
salable oil in stock in China amounts to millions of cases, and 
that the China market for American oil has shrunk to a fraction 


of its previous capacity, while consuming immensely increased 


quantities of rival oil. A similar representation is made by 


the exporters of cotton goods. A report published at Shanghai 


on March 29th, 1906, giving official statistics as to the cotton 


goods trade shows the condition of that industry, namely an in- 


mense and abnormal accumulation of unsold American owned goods 


in China. From this report I have compiled the following table:

Tae following are the reports of 
Dr. C. H. Dawe, on his examination of 
the Wounds from which Magistrate 
Chiang of Nanchang died on the Ist 
March last : 

H.M.S. Sieg, 
Nanchangfu, rd, March 1906. 


Sin,—I have the honour to report 
that I have this day examined the 
wounds in the neck of the deceased 
Chiang—late magistrate of this city— 
which are alleged by the Chinese to 
have caused his death. The Chinese, 
officials state that the wounds were in- | 
licted on 22nd February about 7 p.m., 
and that the man died as a result 
thereof on Ist March about 10 a.m. 
Deceased was aged about sixty years, 

At the time of examination (3 p.m.), 
he had been dead fifty-three hours. I 
found him swathed in cotton wool and 
bandages fully dressed, and lying in 

| a coffin. 

The bandages and wool were removed, 
so that the front of the neck was fully 
exposed, In the middle of the throat 
there was @ wide gaping wound. The 
remainder of the skin of neck and that 

of face were free from any wounds, 
bruises, or other signs of violence. The 
Chinese stated that there were no 
wounds on any other part of the body+ 
none on hands or wrists. The officials 
stated that Chiang was right-handed. 
The skin was cold, moist, and flaccid and 
quite clear except for a few patches of 
yellow dried (postmortem) skin. There 
was one oval patch three-quarters of an 
inch by half-an-inch—one-inch-and-a- 
half above the middle of the right 
collar-bone. Over both collar-bones the 
skin was dried and yellow, more ex- 
tensively over the left collar-bone. The 
elevator museles of the lower jaw 
and the muscles at the back of 
the neck were quite flaccid the 
absence of rigor-mortis subst ntia t ng 
the slow aud gradual death of deceased.

My theory of the sequence of events

Firstly —Chiang cut his throat with 
a knife held in his right hand.

Secondly. He endeavored to cut his 
windpipe with a pair of scissors or small 
shears but only succeeded in inflicting 
the two small incisions in the 
lower edge of the wound. He 
found the thyroid cartilage too

THE DEATH 
OF MAGISTRATE 
CHIANG OF

Tae following are the reports of 
Dr. H. Dawe, on his examination of 
the :wounds from which Magistrate 
Chiang of Nanchang died on the Ist 
March last :

The bandages and wool were removed, 
so that the front of the neck was fully 
exposed. In the middle of the throat 
there was @ wide gaping wound. They 
remainder of the skin of neck and that 
of face were free from any wounds, 
bruises, or other signs of violence.

I have the honor to state that on April 
llth 1906, we received from the Marshel of the American 
Consular: Court at Tientsin, one C. S. Buttrick, a 
prisoner sentenced to three years imprisonment for the 
crime of larceny, and that he is at present an inmate 
of the Consular Jail attached to this Consulate General. 
It is perheps neefless to repeat to 
the Tepartment that which has been written many times 
about the American jail at Shenghei, but es a case in 
point has thus been furnished I beg leave to take the 
opportunity of prefacing the request I have to make 
by expressing myself again as forcibly as I can upon 
the propriety of keeping a prisoner in such 4 place 
for three years. The jail is simply a @isgrece ané@ is 
*istinctly inhumane. In summer it is unbearably hot; 
in winter it is cold; there is no afequete ventilation 
ana by reason of its location it is @ark. As a matter 
of fact the jail occupies the ol@ Chinese quarters 
of the Consulate, which many years ago was a Portuguese 
Club, but which was aban‘toned for that purpose when

In this connection I would like to reiterate statements

From Shanghai to Woosung is only eight miles 
or thereabouts by the railroad, ané eventually all 
of the territory between the reilroad and the river 
will be settled by the population neefed to transact 
the coming business of this important port.

American concession of 014) is the district of Te0- 
shan, into which by consent of liu Kung Ye, late Vice- 
roy of the Liang Kiang provinces, an¢ Yuen, former 
Taot'ai of Shanghai, ar was evidencef by proclamation, 
foreigners were allowed to extenf roafs, to build 
foreign awellings on lanés rente? in nerpetuity ané 
effect other improvements. These resifents along 
North Honan and North Szechuen roefs particulerly, 
being beyond the settlement limit of Renge oad, 
volunteered - Chinese ef well as foreigners - to con- 
tribute money to the Internetional Municipal Council 
in lieu of texes, and in consideration of this policy 
obtained weter, electric light and gas service, and 
police and fire protection. By request the houses have 
been numbered, and the 4istrict nas been treated as 
though a part of the settlement, without objection 
on the part of the Chinese. But of late the Chinese 
authorities have seen f1t to protest aguinst this 
; natural extension of the city's growth and have given

Furthermore 
it is announceé that the Pao-shan ‘istrict lying north 
of the line of Range road an? west of Honan an4 Szechuen 
Roads - being the section immediately adjacent to the 
Shanghei-Yoosung-Nanking Railway line ané station - is 
to be create? a Chinese municipality and subject only 
to such jurisdiction AS may be imposefé by those appointed 
to govern it. While such procefiure, which is entirely 
similar to that under which the Chinese Bundi section 
aijoining the French Concession on the south was created, 
may be entirely within the right of the Chinese, we feel 
it our duty to point out the ultimate effect upon the 
coming great f@evelopment of Shanghai. The residential 
district of which the North Szechuen Roafé is the main 
artery, under such limitations &s vill be prescribed 
vy the Chinese hereafter can exten? but little farther 
than the Rifle Range, and by a simple amplification 
of the Chinese programme their prospective municipality 
can block all egress to the north ané prevent extension 
eastwaré along the north line of the present settlenent 
limite. This would mean that the growth of the city 
between the water front of the Whangrpoo and the Woosung 
Railway line would be curtailed, and as a final result 
there woulé be absolute confinement of the settlement 
to the present area. 

Such a future for the Shanghai of the pre- 
sent is not desired by the responsible Chinese classes 
who now eppreciate the benefit en? ukility of modern 
innovations and who are not only content but also eager 
to resif#e in sections unéer foreign control. The 
increase in population, as is evitence* by the recent 


census, ané by Aaily current observation, warrants pro- 


per extension of the settlement an? eny restriction will 


work 
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work a haréship anéd éo irreparable injury which wili 
react upon the interests of all people. The settlement 
area is alreaty crowed, the values of land have in- 
oreased enormously ani apparently the only outlet for 
the eity’s natural anf logical growth is towar4 the 
north an? east - the eectione which apparently the 
Chinese authorities are now fetermine? to close against 
any species of foreign supervision. 

We warnestly urge the consiferation of 
this matter by the “iplomatic Bofty an* hope thet some 
arrangement or unéerstanting can be reache4’ by which 
Shanghai can be allowe4 to attain its manifest f@estiny - 
that of being a still greater treaty port in which

Tuperial Chinese Government and foreign Governmerita, 
and inasmuch as the treaty between the Chinese "eer or # 
ment and Great Britain, is more favorable to the 
foreign Governments than is the treaty between the 
Chinete Government and any other Government, the 
quotations hereafter given are taken from the said 
treaty, our Government as well as all others benefit- 
ing by the "most favored nation" clause.

SUBJECT: Chinese food riots and food 
supplies.

1 have the honor to report that within 
the last month the price of rice has risen in 
Shanghai from about Mex. $4.80 to $7.20 per picul 
(133 pounds) and that in all the region throughout 
the Yangtze valley there has been a corresponiing 
increase in the price of the staple article of fooé. 
It is stated that the great floods in Hunan an‘ other 
great rice growing provinces are responsible for the 
advance in price, but it is also known that fealers 
taking advantage of the prospective scarcity have 


seen fit to afd an abnormal profit. The natural 


result has been food riots in many places, and & 


serious one is now reported unfer way in a section 
immediately south of Nanchang in Kiangsi. The Govern- 


ment is taking prompt measures to suppress these 


_,, disturbances since it is realized that from such e 


cause the professional agitator can easily recruit 


his following. In sadition however to restrictive 


steps through the militery the Government is now 

issuing imperative orders to all officials to put a 

stop absolutely to all exportation of rice, and it 
is 
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is believed that these orfers will be obeyed. 


While in a country of such density of 


population (that of this province, Kiangsu, is at pre- 
sent estimated at about 400 to the square mile) and with 
a foot staple so subject to crop failure as rice, there 
is nothing especially new or strange in a food riot, 
there is always danger in such an event in China and 
just now particularly so, when the people appear to be 
eager to seize upon any protext to oppose officials 
and to alter ol@ conditions. If therefore the impression 
should get abroad generally that the stock of rice has 


been curtailed by secret exportations in which the of- 


ficials ha@ a "squeeze", or that the advance in price 

was @ue in a large measure to the greed of speculators, 
there would certainly ensue trouble which would tax 
the energy an@ resources of the Government in suppress- 
ion. 
| In connection with the Chinese food question 
it may be stated that every evitence points to the fact 
that the people as a whole - not the upper classes alone 


but the population generally - are yearly consuming 


m4 greater quantities of foreign food. The use of wheat 
flour, accorfing to foreigners of long residence, has 
increased enormously in this generation, and there is 
dg & osx telusy of much greater consumption. / The Shanghai 
“Taot'ai, a Manchu of no foreign etucation or training 
whatever, and who had lived for several years in Kiangsi 
province before coming to Shanghai, stated to me recently 
oe that one of the greatest changes he hea observed in 


the Chinese was that relating to their food. The use 


of foreign food, he said, was increasing @aily en’ he 
presicte that in e short period of yeers it~ yal? be 
as essential to the Chinese as it is to other nations.

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In view of the enormous ané@ constant consumption of rice 


and other native food products in the present 4ay and 
through ell the long centuries of Chinese history, it 
oa seem a far cry to such a condition, but’ Taot'ai 
Jui Ching is by no means alone in his prefiction. If 
such a realization should come to pass in even partial 
volume, an interesting question as to the sourse of 
this food supply would be raised. Since food mate of 
wheat flour apparently most nearly approximates the 
rice flour products, it would seem that there can only 
be one answer - that America, Manchuria and Siberia 
mist grow and grind the wheat and other profucts which 
are now indicated for the Chinese as food.

I have the honor to forwaré herewith in 
duplicate the report made by Messrs Wrightson, 
Patterson, Te Gray an? Mifwoo#, the committee of 
American and English business men of Shanghai, 
selected to visit Southern Manchuria for the purpose 
of inquiring into the conéitions, commercial anda 
otherwise, which were supposed to have ceused such 
@ Serious blockade of cargo in Shanghai and rendere4 
great financial stress probable. The departure of 
these gentlemen was referred to in my No. 156 of 
May 18th 1906 and it has seeued to me that their 
interesting report should be on file in the Yepart- 
ment. 

Private expressions from all the members 
of the party are to the effect that there is unioubt- 
edly good reason for suspecting that the Japanese 
are afforfing afvantages to their own merchants which 
are denied those who are intending to ship from 
Shanghai. However these suspicions as well as many 
others which are entertaine? were not confirme’ by 
any instence of actuel knowledge. All unite in 


stating 
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stating that the Japanese currency condition which 
was so pronounced of late but which has now been 
ameliorated to a great extent is the most potent 
factor in the whole situation as it relates to gen- 
eral trade. They report however that the war notes 
are now subject only to @ small Aiscount and that 


the financial affairs are improving. 


The statement that the Manchurian stock 


of cotton goods is now practically normal in Newchwang 
end in the interior has been received in Shanghai 

with great satisfaction, since it is about the only 
encouraging bit of news in that branch of commerce 
which has been received for sometime. While there 

has been no amelioration in the Shanghai cotton goods 
situation it is certainly true that a better an‘ more 
hopeful opinion prevails. 

It will be interesting to state that the 
members of the committee unite in saying that during 
their stay in Manchuria they 414 not discover a 
Single evidence of boycott effect, ani could not as- 
certain that it was ever discussed among the Chinese.

If we misteke not, a similar 

condition of affairs existed subsequent to the hostilities 

in South Africa, when it will be recalled heavy losses ~ 

were sustained by over confident traders who over pur- 

chased in anticipation of a demand, whieh webextstiaet 

only after a long delay.

It 
is almost certain that the private interests of the 
railway are now being sunk in the political endeavors 
and that this summer will see a great change in all 
watters pertaining to Northern Manchurian enterprise as 
expressed in the trade through Shanghai and with Japan. 
The fact that Japan is constantly increasing her 
north bound marine is known to all, the latest eviéence 
being the acquirement by the Nippon Yusen Kaisha of 
the Teshler steamers "Ohio I", "Ohio II" an@ "Ohio IY". 
It is expected that the charter of the "Ohio eo ty will 
soon be surrendered ané if such is the case, she will 
undoubtedly join her sister ships, in the northern 
service under the Japanese flag. All this can only 
mean a rivalry which has as its purpose the sevelopnent 
of Manchuria es ea whole. Shanghai and Kobe will be 
the great 4istributing ports for the present, but in 

the 
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the near future there is every indication of a great 


volume of commerce going ‘irect to Viativostock, which 


of course will be to the detriment of Shanghai.

the office of provincial jucge in a district like 
that in which Shanghai is situated is supposed to 

be so lucrative that a heavy premium for the appoint- 
ment is expected and obtained. The minor judges 
exist under the same conditions ana their emoluments 
are known only to themselves.
